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Preservation Project 
Rochester to Vote on Eastover Farm 

At a Special Town Meeting on Monday, March 24 
and the Annual Town Election on April 9, Rochester 
voters will decide whether to allocate $1.95 million as the 
town's portion of the total $6,243 million purchase price 
for an 800-acre parcel of land known collectively as the 
Eastover Farm Preservation Project. A partnership among 
the Trustees of Reservations, the Rochester Land Trust, the 
Town of Rochester, and the Town of Marion, this project 
aims to permanently protect the 800 acres — 400 in 
Rochester, 400 in Marion — while creating public access 
to a working farm and save a Rochester landmark and 
large tract of open space in the process. 

Although residents would see an approximate 
$70 per year increase in their property taxes to pay off the 
cost of borrowing the $1.95 million, supporters argue that 
if the property were sold off and developed privately, it 
could yield an estimated 100 house lots which would put 
a far greater and longer-lasting burden on the town's tax 
rate in terms of public services.

If voters approve the measure, Rochester would 
save a town landmark, retain a working farm and historic 
site with a combination of land ownership, conservation 
restrictions on the residential properties, and agricultural 
restrictions on the farm land. Although some $2,700 a year 
in property taxes paid by the owners of Eastover Farm 
would be lost, the buildings would remain in private 
ownership and the owners will continue pay regular 
property taxes on them. 

The Trustees of Reservations, a statewide group 
that manages other such properties, will manage the land 
owned in fee and the extended Hiller family will continue 
to own the farm property. The Trustees are responsible for

raising funds associated with the cost of managing the 
land and there will be no cost to the Town of Rochester. 

Residents, in turn, will gain public access to 
Leonard's Pond, along with the woods and trails on the 
farm, while the town will retain conservation and agricul- 
tural restrictions on the scenic property to ensure it 
remains undeveloped open space. If the purchase is not 
approved, most of the land will be developed since 
Eastover Farm's owners do not have the option of waiting 
— they will either sell the land for conservation or 
development. If the latter happens, supporters fear the 
town will forever lose a wildlife habitat, aquifer protec- 
tion, and the pleasure of enjoying the vast open space.

Chairman Bryant said he appreciated Tabor 
Academy's offer and agreed the town needed to consider 
a new police facility An article will be drafted for inclu- 
sion on the Town Meeting warrant to fund initial engi- 
neering and design plans for the project. 

Chief Miller also presented the board with a copy 
of his revised rules and regulations for the Police Depart- 
ment as per Massachusetts General Laws. "The Board of 
Selectmen has 30 days to act/' he said. ''You can either 
approve them, deny and send them back, or do nothing 
and they become effective after 30 days." 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock noted the board had until 
April 17, 2003 to take action on the rules and regulations, 
but they could choose to do nothing and simply let them 
take effect. "Basically, it's a function of the Police Chief ... 
but the board is given a veto power over them," she said. 

Selectman Jeffrey, however, said he'd rather 
review them and take action instead of simply letting 
them slide as-is. Chairman Bryant agreed to meet again 
with Chief Miller on April 15 at which time they would 
take action on the revisions as submitted. 

At 7:20 pm the board met with members of the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) to review some of the key 
budget items which are slated to appear on the upcoming 
Annual Town Meeting warrant. The two major expendi- 
tures to consider are the funding for an engineering/ 
space needs study for the proposed Police Station, which 
the FinCom agreed could be taken from Free Cash, and 
the purchase of a new $375,000 pumper/ tanker for the 
Fire Department. 

According to FinCom members who met with 
Fire Chief Rick Guerzoni earlier in the week, the Marion 
Fire Department currently has three pumper / tankers, the 
oldest of which is a 1984 model. The typical lifespan for 
such apparatus is about 20 years, so they are hoping to get

a new one to replace the 1984 tanker. The other two "front 
line'' models are 1994 and 1998. Chief Guerzoni requested 
to keep the 1984 as a backup reserve pumper for Station 
#2, which would only be used when the other three 
pumper/ tankers are in use. This may happen if Marion is 
called for mutual aid, to which they are committed as far 
away as Provincetown. 

This rotating fleet of four pumper / tankers — 
three main and one backup unit — fits in with the 
FinCom's capital plan, according to FinCom Chairman 
Lee Hayes. "We'd like to buy a new pumper / tanker every 
eight years to maintain a four pumper fleet (in the Fire 
Department)," he said. 

The $375,000 debt exclusion ballot question, if 
approved, would cost each taxpayer an estimated $18 per 
year. 

Among the other key expenditures on the war- 
rant: $10,000 to upgrade the computers in the Marion 
Town House; $14,000 in matching funds for a new vessel; 
and $50,000 to cover Marion's portion of a proposed new 
four-town water district with Mattapoisett, Rochester and 
Fairhaven. On this latter expenditure, Mr. Hayes noted 
that each town would likely only have to contribute 
$25,000 each, but they are allocating $50,000 "in case two 
towns said 'no'" to the measure. 

Some of the sticking points for both the Selectmen 
and FinCom were over cutbacks on the state level, which 
are forcing reductions in certain line items. Chief Miller 
las offered to forgo the purchase of a second police

cruiser at a cost of $24,000 at this time in the hopes that he 
might be able to purchase it at a fall Special Town Meet- 
ing. Likewise, the FinCom said the funding of $12,300 for 
police details and other town services during the annual 
Fourth of July Fireworks Display would likely have to be 
eliminated. 

"While it's a nice (event), I think the scope of the 
fireworks has increased (over the years),'' Selectman 
Jeffrey said. "Maybe we can still have them, but scale 
them back." 

"I think this is a sign of the times," Chairman 
Bryant said. "Events like this are what make Marion 
(unique) ... I personally have a tough time making this 
cut, but I have to agree with (Selectman Jeffrey)." 

The board ended their session with the FinCom 
by voting to place two referendum questions on the 
ballot: a $160,189 Proposition 2 1/ 2 override to fund 
additional utility costs at ORR High School; and the 
$375,000 debt exclusion to purchase a new pumper/ 
tanker for the Marion Fire Department.

the mindsets of our department heads, our Town Admin- 
istrator, and school department in budgeting this year,'' 
FinCom Chairman Lee Hayes said. "(Governor) Romney 
is certainly making an impact on our budget ... but these 
folks have made it easier to absorb.'' 
In other matters, the board: 

• Granted permission to close off Holmes Street 
between Pleasant Street and Front Street on May 17 from 
10:00 am to 2:00 pm for the Marion Cub Scout Pack 32 
Annual Soapbox Derby Race.

The board unanimously voted to refer the pro- 
posed articles to the Planning Board for their review and 
input before placing them on the June 2 Annual Town 
Meeting warrant. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Susan Peterson 
regarding the Rochester Land Trust and the proposed 
purchase of the Eastover Farm property, which will be on 
the March 24 Special Town Meeting warrant. 

"One of the questions Fve been asked is 'what 
does the town end up owning?''' Ms. Peterson said. "We 
can either own the conservation restrictions or the land 
outright. I just wanted the board to be aware that this 
question could come up next week (on Town Meeting 
floor)." 

When Selectman Nunes asked what her prefer- 
ence was, Ms. Peterson stressed owning the restrictions on 
the property was "cleaner" and more beneficial to the 
town.

voted to appoint the following as Animal Inspectors for 
Rochester: Alex Wheeler; Anne Estabrook; Robin Prezner; 
and Brad Morse. 

The board likewise received a reminder from the 
Old Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School 
District that they need to appoint a representative to their 
School Committee on or before May 1, 2003. 

Old Colony also sent the board notification that at 
the March 12 District School Committee meeting, they 
voted to approve the proposed 2003-2004 fiscal budget, 
which would request a $904,877 assessment from Roches-

The 
Rochester board unanimously voted to also lend their 
support to this opposition movement.

My cat cries for food and then when I open a new can, she 
sniffs it and walks away. She drives me crazy, what can I 
do? 

Cats that eat canned food develop finicky eating hab- 
its and produce much more tartar on their back teeth 
than cats that eat dry food alone. Make the dry food 
available and try phasing out the canned food over a 
few weeks. 

I'm afraid that my male cat will develop a urinary obstruc- 
tion if I feed him dry food. Are there any dry foods that are 
safe for male cats? 

Generally speaking premium cat foods such as lams 
and Science Diet are excellent dry cat foods that are 
readily devoured by most cats.

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Rat Race I

Willard. Starring Crispin Glover and R. Lee Ermey. 
Directed by Glen Morgan. Running time: 95 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

I didn't think much of the original Willard (1971) when I finally 
caught up with it recently. Impersonally directed, and cartoonishly 
acted by everyone except Bruce Davison in his classic cringing- 
hysterical turn as rat lover Willard Stiles, it looks these days like 
nothing so much as a shrewd generation-gap revenge thriller: Willard 
was kept down by his elders, and, much like others his age in 1971, he 
gathered his forces and rebelled. The new Willard, ingeniously casting 
Crispin Glover as Willard, is more timeless and far, far superior. What 
was once clunky is now stylish; what was once dull and predictable is 
now a sick-funny ritual of vengeance. This Willard remix is a gothic, 
creaking, brilliantly macabre and unexpectedly intimate movie. 

Director Glen Morgan (a veteran of The X-Files) and his co- writer 
James Wong stick close to the original story. Willard lives in an ornate 
old house with his sickly, domineering mother (that experienced 
wacko Jackie Burroughs, whose scenes with Glover are like a duet of 
freaks). He clerks at his late father's company, now owned by bulldozing 
bully Frank Martin (R. Lee Ermey, attempting to beat us to death with 
his economy-size eyebrows). The only one Willard can turn to for 
solace is Socrates, an intelligent white rat he encounters in his cellar. 
Socrates is the brains; Ben, a grotesquely large rat we first see eating 
a tire, is the brawn. Willard befriends them (and scores of other rats), 
training them with such simple phrases as 'Tn,'' ''Out,'' and "Tear it 
up." 

Crispin Glover certainly tears it up. He belongs in, I don't know, 
maybe black-and-white underwater unsubtitled German films. 
Lacking that, he's brought his sui generis Crispin-tude to one movie 
after another; this may be his only lead in a film that opens nationwide 
in 1,800 theaters, and he gives it his blend of sensitivity and whirligig 
madness. He's a Tim Burton movie all by himself. As Willard, he has 



a way of shivering out his joy or rage, as if his repressed passions were 
devils physically leaving his body. When he loses his cool, he screeches 
much like his rat companions. In the original film, the rats came to 
trust Bruce Davison because he was kind to them; here, it's as if they 
took one look at Crispin Glover and recognized one of their own. 

Anyone who fetishizes Charles Addams, Edward Gorey, and 
dusty old expressionist horror films will want this Willard in his or her 
collection. A yapping little dog and, later, a cat find themselves 
hilariously outnumbered and outclawedby Willard's legion of rodents. 
There's a remarkable shot of Willard covered in rapidly dispersing 
rats that scamper off to do his bidding; he's like a god of the lower 
orders, or an unholy cross between Nosferatu and Renfield. Glen 
Morgan and cinematographer Robert McLachlan achieve a sort of 
cob webbed beauty, a world the color of old blood stains. Crispin 
Glover slinks in and out of the shadows as if they'd birthed him. 

Willard is an elegant visual essay on the bizarre. Willard's scenes 
with his beloved Socrates play like the weirdest unrequited romance 
moments of all time; he tenderly shares a bed with the rat, while the 
neglected Ben skulks in corners, somehow managing to look hurt and 
resentful. This conflict between rat leaders — Willard, Socrates, Ben — 
is much more fleshed out here than in the original, and is just eccentric 
enough to work. Much of the credit for that goes to Crispin Glover, 
who has the genuine cracked inspiration to persuade you that weird 
things matter. This dark valentine to misfits, and the love between 
misfits, was released a month late.

It would appear that the United States is indeed going to 
war with Iraq — in fact, as you read this, we may already be 
embroiled in military action to rid the country of Saddam Hussein 
once and for all. Although part of me fears the potential loss of 
innocent lives on both sides and the possible retaliation of ter- 
rorist groups, I have to readily admit to also being somewhat 
relieved this is all finally coming to a head. 

Frankly, there's been far too much lip service paid of late in 
terms of protests and anti-war sentiments ... and although Fm 
one of the biggest supporters of our right to free speech, I think 
there comes a time when you have to stop whining and pointing 
fingers and show a sign of support for both our elected leaders 
(whether you voted for them or not) and, more importantly, our 
men and women in uniform who are engaged in serving our 
country. 

That time has come. 

Fm not suggesting that everyone abandon their personal 
beliefs and jump on the pro-war bandwagon, either. But I sin- 
cerely believe that such loud and blatant protests can only di- 
vide our nation further at a time when we need to be united. 
And in this technological age, when our troops overseas have 
easy and almost immediate access to news reports, these well- 
meaning protests can only serve to dampen their spirits and break 
their morale. IFs difficult enough to be stationed in a foreign coun- 
try, not knowing how or even when this conflict will play out. 

Lest you think Fm being critical of John Q. Public and some 
of the recent anti-war protests staged locally — including the 
''Make Route 6 a Highway to Peace" effort held last weekend — 
I wholly respect their viewpoint and I don't doubt their sincerity 
in trying to make their voices heard. 

But when it comes to so-called "celebrities" weighing in on 
political matters, I have to begin to wonder what truly motivates 
them. After all, protest does begin with "PR," and that's exactly 



what "beautiful people" like Sean Penn and Susan Sarandon are 
seeking: public relations. 

For those who doubt it, witness the recent barrage of radio- 
banning and CD-burning that lead Dixie Chick Natalie Maines 
elicited from fans when she admitted to being ashamed to hail 
from the same state as President George W. Bush during a Lon- 
don concert. Ms. Maines quickly recanted and made a formal, 
press-release-ready apology which was obviously tooled by a 
worried record company exec, hoping that it wouldn't affect the 
Dixie's latest chart-topper. Ms. Maines' off-the-cuff remark is a 
prime example of how PR can be both good and bad, depending 
on the target audience. 

But what it all boils down to is fans like an actor or musician 
for their talent and entertainment value, not their personal opin- 
ions on the war, the weather, or Aunt Sadie's apple pie. I don't 
see Colin Powell threatening to star alongside Tim Robbins in 
his latest movie, nor do I picture Condoleeza Rice singing with 
the Dixie Chicks anytime soon, either. For that alone, these Hol- 
lywood bigwigs should be grateful enough to stay out of foreign 
affairs. 

Although I may enjoy the talent of these high-profile "stars" 
— and I do think people like Sean Penn, Susan Sarandon, Tim 
Robbins, Janeane Garofalo and even the Dixie Chicks are all tal- 
ented and entertaining — I don't necessarily want or need their 
opinions on matters of world politics. I think my mailman is a 
heck of a nice guy, too, but I could care less what he thinks of 
President Bush and the pending war with Iraq. And at this criti- 
cal juncture on the brink of war, I think everyone would do well 
to put their opinions on the back burner for the sake of our armed 
forces. There will be plenty of time to analyze and critique once 
the battle is over and everyone is back home, safe and sound. 

But then again, you didn't ask for my opinion, did you? Who 
do I think I am ... Sean Penn?
